Of these two hundred arc on 


record us criminals. 
In one generation of 


twenty children three, for Innately |for them- 
selves and everybody else, died in infancy.

The county iu which 
this family grew up supports about one 
tenth of its total population in the alms- 
house, besides n considerable number of 
poor who receive out door relief. 
Tlu$ us- 


tonisbiug record shows tha folly, to ihftrnc- 
lerixo it. by no stronger term, of neglecting 
paupers, vagrants, vagabonds and those who 
aro in tho way of becoming such. 
The 


mother of this criminal family mi^ht have 
had every opportunity of education and cul- 
ture afforded her for the merest trifle com- 
pared with what (ho county has paid for tho 
support of soiiio of her descendant* and for 
tha protection of society against others. Not 
only is HU ounce of prevention better than a 
pound of euro, but it costs infinitely less. 
Common economy, leaving out nil consider- 
ations of philanthropy and religion,demands 
that ample protection and encouragement 
bo extended to the homely and Iho friend- 
less.
